Kllngenberg owns several pottery 
clay-pits that bring in so much to the 
town coffers that they pay sill the 
town expenses and leave a good round 
sum over, which is distributed In 
charity. Klingenberg Is one of the few- 
places where rates and taxes are un- 
known.

Norwich Is very charitably disposed. 


On three specified days In the year 
anyone may claim a substantial meal, 
consisting of soup, roastrbeef, potatoes, 
greens and a jug of ale, for nothing. 
The only qualification for It Is that the 
applicant" shall i«peat aloud In St. 
Giles' Church a prayer for the health 
of the reigning king and queen.

try and Europe Not on 


the Decline 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Solli of 


the United States arc not wearing out 
and the croj. yields are rather Increas- 
ing than decreasing:. These facts are 
demonstrate! In a bulletin shortly to 
be issued by the Bureau of Bolls ot 
the Afrricultaral Department, prepared 
by Professor Milton Whitney, chief of 
the bureau. 
The bulletin deals ex- 


haustlvely vlth the yield* of crops 
from 1867 t> 1906 inclusive. 


"A careful study of the data which 


has been piesented appears to Juitlfjr 
two conclusions," says Professor Whit- 
ney. 
"Firsl. that the productivity of 


the. 
newer agricultural soil of th« 


United Stat'-s and of the old agricul- 
tural soils o' Europe, taken as a whole, 
and for the nation, are not declining, 
as Is popularly supposed. 
Individual 


farming de eriorates and soils wear 
out, 
as they have always done, but an 


a whole it ferns probable that we are 
producing more crops per acre than 
formerly, 
'""his Is undoubtedly due to 


many factois; to better and more In- 
telligent cu tivation, more and better 
systems of rotations of crops, and In 
later years to the intelligent use of 
fertilizers il rough measures of control 
in the 
hands of every Individual 


farmer. 


"In addit on we must recogrnlze the 


increase in farm animals and stock, 
the improve ment in seed by selection 
and breedir g, and increased Intensity 
in populate n, which is fon-ingr atten- 
tion to more intensive methods. Sec- 
ond, 
that to far as our Information 


goes there is apparently no significant 
difference a' the present time between 
the composition of the old agricultural 
soils of Europe anJ the newer agri- 
cultural sells of the Unitea States 
with respect to potash, phosphoric 
acid. lime and magnesia." 


The bulletin shows an increase !n all 


cereal croi s throughout the United 
States for the last three or four de- 
cades. Thi wheat yield per acre In 
Russia from 1883 to 1905. according; 
to the bull"tln, varied several bushel* 
per acre. 
n the latter year It wa» 9.4 


bushels. 
In Ireland the yield of wheat per 


acre In 18S8 was 25.5 bushels, and In 
every year up to 1806 there wa* a 
constant increase, when it reached the 
yield of 34 8 bushels per acre. 


In Great Britain the yield of whoat 


In 1884 wa; 30.9 bushels per acre, and 


that t,e | there was : slight variation of Increase 


up to 1901, which brought the yield 
to 34.7 buthels. 


The wh< at yield of Germany wan 


18.2 
bushels in 1883. with a gradual 


Increase t<, 190«, bringing the yield 
then to 30.:! bushels.

It has 


long been one of the ambitions of sailors 
to sail the. wintry seas and by astronom- 
ical observation to determine that thej 
have been able to attain 90 degree 
north latitude, where longitude has be- 
come extinct by the actual meeting of the 
east and the west. 
That point Is theo- 


retically coincident with the theoretical 
North Pole. 
If one should get there, 


what thing would it be? possible for him 
to discover? Discovery Is a finding of a 
visible thing; hut nothing Is more thor- 
oughly invisible than a meeting of Invis- 
ible lines. 
The charts by which sailors 


navigate the seas have all the Imaginary 
lines laid down, and all of the charts agree 
that the point where all the meridians 
converge, In the north, has been named, 
for convenience, the North Pole, and 
where all the merdlans converge. In tho 
south, has been named, for convenience 
the South Pole. 
Hut the Pole, either 


Vorth or South, is as invisible as the air 
that Is superincumbent, and no man ever 
discovered or ever will discover the in- 
visible Pole. One could not even nnd Its 
maginary location, but by a chance. 


The claim that anyone has discovered 
he North Polo is, therefore, simply a 
sailor's personal brag of his venturesome- 
ness, of his pluck, his power of endurance, 
and chiefly of his unconquerable vanity

Harriman and His Sports 


Because of an acquaintanceship of several years 


with Edward H. Harriman I may be able to tell sev- 
eral things about him which have not appeared in 
the many excellent press notices following his death 
on September 9 last. Harriman was a fine amateur 
baseball player in his youth and maintained his in- 
terest in this great national sport throughout his life. 
He considered baseball and trotting horse the two 
best sports. 
He possessed trotting horse farms in 


both Xew York and Tennessee. Hunting and fishing 
were also attractive to him. It was on this account 
that he bought several years ago from the late Her- 
man Oelrichs a fine duck-hunting preserve in the Sui- 
sun marshes and from other parties a fine fishing and 
hunting plaee in the Lake Klamath country in South- 
ern Oregon. 
Had he lived, it was Jus intention to 


have hunted on the Suisun marshes next winter. His 
superintendent there was preparing for the visit. 
Whether in his private -train or in an automobile, he 
loved to travel at a high rate of speed. This same 
disposition made him impatient of either writing or 
reading a letter of more than a page in length. 
Gen- 


erally letters of longer length sent to him were put 
in epitomized form by his executive secretary before 
being submitted to him. 
In business, he was very- 


exacting. He had to be shown. He wanted to know 
why. He was very fond of one of his executive sec- 
retaries, but said himself at one time he had a hard 
time schooling him in his duties. On one occasion 
this secretary wrote a letter in answer to one of Mr. 
Harriman's correspondents. 
He deemed the letter 


epistolary perfection. 
The magnate glanced over it 


with lightning-like rapidity and then quietly re- 
marked : 


"Splendid. 
Go back now and write one we can 


send to that blamed fool.'' 


Mr. Harriman owns $500,000 of the stock of the 


new Palace Hotel. 
Two years ago when Will H. 


Crocker was financing the hotel he asked the magnate 


if he would take some of the stock. 


"Certain!-1-," was his reply. 
"Put 
me down for 


half a million of stock." 


The conversation hardly lasted three minutes. 
John Muir, the well-known scientist, was an inti- 


mate friend of Mr. llarriman and with the latter was 
in charge of the expedition Harriman took to Alaska 
a number of years ago to study the flora and fauna 
of that cot ntry. 
The work of this expedition has 


been published in a number of volumes. 


llarriman was enabled to purchase the Southern Pa- 


cific shortlv after the death of C. P. Huntington be- 
cause of the anger of the latter's widow and Henry 
E. Huntington 'at the refusal of the Speyers, the New 
York and London bankers, to consent to the election 
of H. E. Hi,ntington as president to succeed his uncle. 
Charles M. Hayes was given the place. The Hunt- 
ingtons then sold out to llarriman and with other 
stock he had the latter got c6ntrol away from the 
Speyers. Broad-gauged in his mental make-up, Harri- 
man rcadilv accepted other people's ideas when he 
saw they had merit. The Lucin cut-off across the 
Great Salt Lake and the $7,000,000 bay shore cut-off 
in this city and county were C. P. Huntington's ideas. 
llarriman perfected them. Readily recognizing the 
men he vva-itcel as lieutenants, Harriman took for his 
most prominent ones old officials of C. P. Huntington. 
That is hew he got Judge R. S. Lovett, John C. 
Stubbs, Julius Kruttschnitt, William F. Herrin, Wil- 
liam Hood and William Mahl. In their fight in 1901 
to get the Xorthern Pacific Railway away from James 
J. Hill, llarriman and his banking friends made their 
one big mi-.take. They bought Xorthern Pacific pre- 
ferred right and left thinking it with what common 
stock they had would enable them to seize control. 
Xot until too late did they find out that the by-laws 
of the Xorthern Pacific provided that common stock 
alone could be voted and that the vote of the latter 
at any time could retire the preferred stock.

Taking Ihe New Census 


"The taking of the next census will begin on April 


15, 1910, or a month and a half earlier than was the 
case when the 1900 -count was taken," said Charles P. 
Thompson, an offtcial of the census bureau at Wash- 
ington, D. C., at the Fairmont Hotel last evening. "It 
will cost," Mr. Thompson went on to say, "ten mil- 
lion dollars to take the 1910 count and require the 
services of 330 census supervisors, 70,000 enumerators 
and 2000 clerks in the Washington 
offices of the 


bureau. The 1900 census showed a big falling off in 
boys and girls under 16 years of age as compared 
with the census.of a century ago. At. that time half 
the population was under 1(5. No doubt loclay the 
proportion is only one-third because people are bring- 
ing fewer children into the world at this time. With 
the start of a month and a half over the last count, 
it is expected that the census bureau will be able to 
issue a bulletin on June 1, next year, giving the pop- 
ulation of the leading cities of the country, and that 
the population of the entire country, upon which will 
be based the congressional apportionment tan be of- 
ficially promulgated by October, 1910."

Officers of Marine Corps Hit 


Officers of the marine corps have received a solar 


plexus blow. 
Hereafter they cannot receive assign- 


ments to comir.and troops of the army on army trans- 
ports or elsewhere. 
It occasionally happens that 


marines are transported' from this city to Manila on 
army transports, and it flas happened in several in- 
stances that the marine officer on board -chanced to 
be the senior of the army officer present and has in- 
sisted upon taking command of all troops on board. 
On one occasion General J. F. Wcston, who is now 
in command of the Department of California, placed 
a marine officer in command of a transport. His act 
caused no end of comment and friction. The new or- 
der will remove all friction or any misunderstanding 
hereafter between officers of the army and of the 
marine corps as to their relative authority when they 
chance to be serving together. The marine officers 
naturally regard the order as open to question, as so 
much depends upon relative rank. 
They maintain 


that a marine officer who is a senior to an army officer 
should be regarded as in command when they are 
serving together. The new order comes from Wash- 
ington and is final, say army officers in the city at 
present. 


Fat Men in the Army 


Speaking of army matters, the death of General 


Henry C. Corbin a few days ago in New York recalls" 
the fact that he as adjutant-general of the army at the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American War 
worked in 


harmony with Secretary of War Russell A. Alger to. 
have General Shatter of this city appointed to the 
command of the army for the invasion of Cuba .and 
succeeded in their efforts. 
Corbin and Algcr wanted 


to shut out of this important command General Miles 
and several other generals and found Shatter the best 
man to put forward against them. Shatter's record and 
triumph in Cuba is now a matter of history. O'ne of 
the officers under him, Roosevelt, afterwards became 
President. 
Roosevelt noticed the physical bulk of 


Shafter and how difficult horsemanship or any other 
kind of exercise was for him. Army people say it was 
Roosevelt's observations of Shatter which led him 
when President to issue his famous order, which is 
still effective, that officers must take ninety-mile 
horseback ride tests once a year and be examined as 
to physical fitness. 
What a Hotel Detective Sees 


The hotel detective as seen in his variety at the St. 


Francis ana Fairmont Hotels becomes at times talka- 
tive and quaintly philosophical. One of the tribe re- 
marked the other night that the continued use by out- 
siders of the most comfortable seats in the corridors 
of a hotel, in the reception rooms and in other parts 
where there is anything to see or hear is a kind df 
subtle robbery that has no penalty attached and is 
rarely taken cognizance of. There is a well-defined 
class of societv. women principally, he says, who have 
no object in life so far as can be determined, except 
to watch the doings of people above them in the so- 
cial scale, or those who are at least more spectacular 
in their actions. 
Every large hotel has probably a 


hundred or, so of these sitters whose faces after a 
while become familiar to the attendants. They are 
perfectly harmless in their intentions. They are mere 
idlers and are often led to spend their days as they 


do by the accounts of celebrities who are advertised 
to be staying in the hotri. He says the moment that 
the address of a prominent actress is published as 
that of a certain hotel that very day there will«be an 
increase in the number of corridor sitters who will 
stay for hours waiting for a glimpse of her. 
Club Life in San Francisco 


But a sweet and hallowed memory is the club life 


of the old San Francisco. 
In the new San Francisco 


clubdom is rapidly developing on an extensive and 
luxurious scale never thought of four years ago. 
A 


poor city cannot support many and costly clubs. 
Therefore, the club phase of San Francisco life indi- 
cates at even a most cursory glance the great wealth 
and growth of this community. Fully twelve mil- 
lions of dollars are being p%ut into clubs and big so- 
ciety halls, that is into grounds, buildings and fur- 
nishings. 
Many clubs are for the present leasing 


quarters, such as the Union League, Press, Trans- 
portation, Sequoia, Southern, University of California, 
Francisca, Cercle Francais and Town and Country. 
The aggregate cost of their furnishings makes a large 
figure. Twenty other clubs and societies have fine 
and permanent homes in various stages of comple- 
tion, as follows:

Long Legs for Japanese 


Former State Senator A. F. Jones of Orovillc. who 


is the Pacific Coast attorney for the Diamond Match 
trust, is back from a trip to Japan. As a result of his 
observations in Nippon, Senator Jones says the peo- 
ple arc beginning to use chairs on a very extensive 
scale instead of squatting on the floor, the idea being 
that \iy using chairs like Americans and Europeans 
the people will in time increase the length of iheir 
legs. He says the Japanese army surgeons are in- 
tensely interested in the enforcement of the rule for 
chairs among the soldiers, for the national agilation 
for extended legs conies from them. Chairs and 
benches have been placed in all the barracks and pun- 
ishment is visitetl on the soldier who takes up the old 
familiar squat on the floor. Jones says it is charac- 
teristic of the intense determination of the people that 
they decline to believe that their shortness of stalure 
proceeds from fundamental causes \vhich cannot be re- 
moved. He found a very friendly feeling towards the 
United States among the people and also saw that the 
country is heavily burdened with taxation berause of 
the war with Russia and because of the heavy ex- 
penses in the annual budget for the army and navy, 
both being maintained on a most effective footing. It 
is his opinion that the Japanese have not the least idea 
of letting go the tight hold they have on Manchuria. 
Reformers Are Poor Pay 


When it comes to posing as the political and moral 


reformers of San Francisco Samuel W. Backus, Isidor 
Jacobs, F. W. Marvin, George B. Anderson and their 
ilk of the Good Government League are thc-re with 
the loud noise. They are just the reverse of this when 
called upon to pay the debts of the league. The lat- 
ter has been owing for two years $2100 for furniture 
and other supplies. The merchants who supplied the 
goods have turned over their accounts to Walter's 
Law and Collection Agency. 
Mr. \\'alter has been 


trying in vain to collect the large debt. Thinking the 
league's leaders were the high-minded men they con- 
tinually represent themselves to be, he was shocked 
to get a reply the other day to his ultimatum to pay 
immediately or be sued. The league replied to him 
through its attorney, Milton T. U'Ren. He blandly 
informed Mr. Walter that as the league was a volun- 
tary association of gentlemen and not an incorpora- 
tion, he could not sue it. He promised that the debt 
would be paid when the league could get sufficient 
funds to do so. Walter then waited on- Secretary Geo. 
B. Anderson. The latter said his salary was in ar- 
rears for several months and he did not see how the 
$2100 debt could be paid for some time. Walter says 
Anderson told him to have a little patience, for the 
league expected to get funds by indorsing candidates 
for the November municipal election. Anderson went 
on to say that each candidate indorsed by the league 
would have to .give the latter a sum of money for its 
expenses. As the -league intended to indorse a lot of 


candidates, it would eventually have plenty of funds 
to pay arrears of salaries and the $21(0 debt. 


"I suppose I'll have to wait awaile," remarked 


Walter yesterday, "to see if the league can raise the 
wind in the manner outlined by Anderson. Attorney 
M. T. U'Ren says 'I cannot sue this voluntary asso- 
ciation of gentlemen.' Perhaps he is legally correct. 
But if I don't get the $2100 pretty soon I'll bring in- 
dividual suits against some of the Members of.the 
league who are so busy with their refsrm schemes as 
not to have time to devote to paying debts of their 
association which they helped to contract. 
I have 


some pretty bad debts to collect at lines. This $2100 
debt of the league is seemingly as ba<i as any I have 
run against in a long time. As a l;.st resort, how- 
ever, I'll get something by suing individuals of the 
league unless they are all execution proof. 
If they 


are not financially responsible and are 
execution 


proof, I want that fact made known." 


Such is an interesting sidelight on these would-be 


moral and political censors who are noisily shouting 
to their betters: 


"I charge thee, stand. 
And tell thy name." 


Goo-Goos for Leland 


The nomination by the Good Govi rnment League 


of Dr. Leland for Mayor and I-arry Dolan for Sheriff 
has caused much and varied discussio i. Some regard 
it as merely a sequence of the compact entered into 
two years ago between Gavin McN:.b and Rudolph 
Spreckels and Isidor Jacobs under w'lich the Scotch- 
man accepted Taylor for Mayor agai-ist his wiH and 
better judgment and in consideration of his doing so 
the Goo-Goos were to take McNab s candidate for 
Mayor this year. 


If this be the situation the spectach of McNab and 


Heney in the same political bed is indeed an interest- 
ing if not amusing spectacle. It.is a safe wager that 
neither is resting easily and that 1>o h sleep with at 
least one eye open. 


As to the walkout of Spreckels, that political passe 


was merely the result of the million; ire reformer be- 
ing unable to have his own way in the league he had 
heretofore owned and had suddenly awoke to find his 
chattels taking orders from another quarter. 


The only fight of note Spreckels 'as in this cam- 


paign is the election of Heney as District Attorney, 
or, at least, securing for him a large vote with the view 
to making the special prosecutor A candidate for Gov- 
ernor next year—or possibly for United States Sena- 
tor. 
Spreckels wished his Goo-Goo Land to leave the 


office of Mayor open on its ticket. He had been "buf- 
faloed" into the belief that if this course were fol- 
lowed he might expect some assistance for his candi- 
date for District Attorney 
from 
the 
Republicans. 


Whether it was by reason of the Me Nab contract or 
for some other cause, Spreckels was • urned down and 
Leland nominated—hence the milion; ire's promenade. 


The nomination of Dolan for Sheriff was another 


severe shock to the tender sensibilities of Spreckels. 
By some this nomination is regarded as a part of the 
McNab agreement or manipulation, the Scotchman 
himself calling it "strategy," believing that to be a bet- 
ter designation than "expediency."

If the man in the County Jail used his influence with 


his relative official of the Goo-Goos to have Dolan 
nominated on the ground that the Sheriff would have 
a good trial jury returned for his <~ase he made no 
mistake, for he was convicted as charged a few days 
ago and will continue as the guest o' his nominee for 
Sheriff pending an appeal. 
Crocker Is Stubborn 


William Crocker, the nominee oi the Republican 


party for mayor of San Francisco, 'ias been accused 
of stubbornness. That he has a good stiff backbone 
was shown in the preparation of th<- party campaign 
platform.
